This module is based on three basic situations: taking a 
taxi cab (Unit 1), getting a hotel room (Unit 2), and checking 
out of a hotel (Unit 3).

This includes 
courtesy expressions such as "have a nice weekend," "have a nice 
evening,” or "have fun" (Unit 1); time expressions denoting 
length, such as hour, day, week, month (Unit 2); time exp sions 
such as "today," "tomorrow," and calendar dates (Unit 3) a 
payments by traveler's checks (Unit 3).
